Headmaster of Lower Can- 
ada College Addresses Inter* 
national Relations Club 



"Most people would agree that 
among tte causes of the first "World 
War, one was the a'osence of a 
machinerj- to deal with disputes of 
any kind." Thus did V. C. Wans- 
borough open liis remarks at the 
meeting of the International Rela- 
tions Club, which was held laît 
night in the Royal Victoria College 
common room. 

Mr. Wansborough divided his ad- 
dress into three parts: 1, Rapid re- 
view survey of the economic his- 
tory of the p&ni twenty years; 2, 
the reconstruction and rehabilita- 
tion of the League of Nations; 3, the 
modem craze foir a federation of 
states. 

World War Shoxed Need. 

Tne first World War brought out 
the necessity for an international 
organization working for perman- 
ent peace, and a complete change 
of attitude on the part of peoples 
and governments towards warfare 
brought a'ooul ti-.e birth of trie 
League of Nations "'fiie tnieadt 
vk'hicfj Cay.lercagh had been forced 
to drop a century ago, had been 
picked up by the League of Na- 
tions," said Mr. Wansborough. The 
League had a twofold purpose:

The book is divided Into a doxen chtpteri 
each dealing with tome phtie of the inii;i(.Jl 
tociety 'toclely meant to b<- analogcu» u. liv,!- 
nation' The detcriplion nf ' What i! f'«'lï l.kc 
10 be a muiidan" evoket t tmile for it tpi^kt 
of muttdtnt as though tiiey were strange 
phenomena unknown to the average resdor. 
The description proceed! to picture their gen- 
eral appearance, their ^l<•r^Oli»l linbii.» ovcn unin 
their tcadencx towfxd "ulcerated ilomacba in 



middle life". The island of mu.Mc which they 
inhabit Is divided into four conicntric circles. 
"The Minimum Musicallly". consisting mainly of 
fourth rate pianists, the "Special InsUumental 
Skills." consisting of everyone who can play an 
instrument properly, tin- "Orchestral Conduct- 
ing." Ill which n'lieie tho .iltiliulf .iiid ollmatc 
IS Miliibriiiu.s. uiid finally I'lo inner ciiilo ill the 
bummit ol the mountain-city, "Musicnl Coin- 
poelUon." This ibrlltlo wit can be traced 
throughout the book in the further dltcuulons 
cf the musical island. He then elaborates on 
the ciwloms and the habits of each class of the 
inhabitants, de.n-nbo.-^ Ihrir ^ource.s of income 
ilargely influenced In mott instsncet by the 
economic condition of their spouses), he rldi- 
culea their tastes and even ventures to give 
a detailed description of their apparel and 
roiffiirr Ml". Thomson also touches on all 
other »rl^. poetry. paintiiiR. Journiill.iin (7» and 
phologvapliy to whldi hf refers ai the iielgli- 
bouring states. That chiiplfr rcnU a."i thnugli 
the author pushed it In without being concern- 
ed as to whether it had any bei^riiig on the 
topic. Possibly he was Interested in «xpiest- 
ing hi.i o|nnu>ii cvon i( it tends to make a pot- 
pouri out of tlio voluino. Yet he doct succeed 
in t>elng nmuiing. 

Mr. Thonuon's style Is unique and rather 
refreshing. Perhaps his reference to Gertrude 
Stein can tervc as a clue to thé author's liter- 
ary tatte.>. and even Style. The book has none 
of the i'e»l4niry of aotne of Uie elastic non-lie- 
lion wurkt but rather the smooth flow of mod- 
em colloquial language. The phraseology and
